OMALIA — UP) — A midwest 
m anhunt was on today for 
two 
inilbreakers and an armed con­ 
federate, who kidnaped and later 
released four hostages in a brazen 
break for freedom yesterday. 
Nine harrowing hours for the 
hostages—a deputy sheriff, an a t­ 
torney, a farm er and an Omaha 
business m an—ended shortly be­ 
fore midnight on a 
farm 
near 
Auburn. 
Sheriffs officers were amazed 
to learn that the tlight started on 
an Omaha city bus. 
With 
two 
hostages in 
tow, 
the 
fugitives 
boarded the bus at a corner out­ 
side the Douglas 
county 
court­ 
house i i i how ntown Omaha where 
the jail is located. 
They 
rode 
about 20 blocks before debarking 
and commandeering an auto. 
Tire 
escaped 
prisoners, 
de­ 
scribed as “tough cookies” 
are 
Dewey Battershaw, 21, ot Omaha, 
and Victor Sweet, 24, of H arting­ 
ton, Neb. 
They were being held 
on $10,000 bonds on charges of 
holding up an Omaha filling sta­ 
tion Jan. IT. 
Douglas Counts Sheriff Richard 
Collins identified their liberator 
as Clifford Battershaw, about 16, 
brother of Dewey. 
Posing as a Sunday visitor, the 
gunman invaded the sixth floor 
jail, got the jail keys at gunpoint, 
locked two deputy sheriffs in a 
cell and released the prisoners.

Better Selection 
Is Suggested 
ANN ARBOR— More 
doctors 
could be supplied from 
the 
na­ 
tion’s medical schools if 
better 
methods could be devised for the 
selection of students 
for 
those 
schools. 
Better 
selection 
of 
medical 
students is offered by the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan Medical School 
as * practical answer to the ap­ 
parent doctor shortage 
problem, 
Dr. Wayne L. W hitaker, medical 
school secretary, reported. 
Since more persons are apply­ 
ing for medical training than the 
facilities can serve, Dr. W hitaker 
stressed 
that 
medical 
schools 
should make very sure that they 
accept those who will meet 
the 
academic and character require­ 
m ents necessary to produce the 
best doctors. 
He explained 
that 
recent na­ 
tional studies showed an average 
of about one out 
of 
every 
six 
students admitted to the nation’s 
79 medical schools never receive 
their M. D. degree. 
The U niver­ 
sity of Michigan’s recent average 
is slightly above one out of eight, 
he said. “A reduction of one third 
in 
medical 
student 
failures 
throughout the country 
would 
amount to a saving 
of 
two to 
three million dollars in annual 
operating costs and a saving of 50 
to IOO million dollars of capital 
outlay, the am ount required to es. 
tablish three or four new medical 
schools,’* Dr. 
W hitaker 
pointed 
o u t 
"Leek of proper motivation and 
adequate determ ination to 
com­ 
plete a medical 
education 
pro­ 
gram account for a large portion 
of the withdrawals, he explained. 
Some students find th at after they 
begin the study of medicine they 
are not fitted to be physicians. 
"Selecting 
tom orrow’s 
doctor 
from today’s student is extremely 
im portant because 
the 
care 
of 
your health, perhaps of your life, 
will depend not only upon an in­ 
dividual’s academic 
preparation, 
but his integrity, courage, initia­ 
tive, and awareness of social re­ 
sponsibilities.” 
Admission to a medical school 
is not a prize for the winners of 
an academic race, though compet­ 
ition is a real factor, he added. 
The basic problem underlying 
the apparently serious need 
for 
m ore doctors in the United States 
!«s the national shortage of educa­ 
tional facilities in medicine. 
Dr. 
W hitaker said. The shortage 
of 
facilities is caused by 
financial 
limitations and the lack of a suf­ 
ficient number of qualified medi­ 
cal teachers, he explained.

Expanded Red Cross Services 
In 1951 Require More Funds 


epH E Delta county chapter of the Amer- 
^ 
lean Red Cross will begin its annual 
fund raising campaign 
on 
Wednesday, 
March 7, with a goal of $15,000 to reach. 
The American Red Cross has been a na­ 
tional institution of humanitarianism and 
mercy for so many years that it would 
seem wholly unnecessary to exhort 
the 
citizenry to support its activities. Yet it is a 
fact that the Red Cross could not attain tho 
funds that are necessary for its program 
without an .annual repetition of the Red 
Cross achievements. 
The Delta county goal of $15,000 is a 
modest one, even though it is 20% above 
the 1950 goal. The increase is understand­ 
able in view of our expanding 
military 
program and in recognition of the infla­ 
tionary trend of recent months. 
The Red Cross slogan this year is “Mo­ 
bilize for Defense,’’ pointing up as it does 
the important part the Red Cross plays in 


New Water Plant 
Nearer Reality 
A 
N ordinance authorizing the issuance of 
$900,000 in water revenue bonds to pay 
for the cost of constructing a new water 
filtration plant here and for extending 
large water mains in North Escanaba was 
passed by the city council last week. 
Escanaba 
residents 
approved a water 
bond issue by an overwhelming vote last 
year. The vote was an advisory one but it 
.so decisively conveyed public opinion on 
this issue that it is unthinkable that a legal 
petition for referendum will be circulated. 
That is to the advantage of Escanaba wa­ 
ter consumers because if another election 
were forced by petition it would automat­ 
ically result in a sharp increase in the in­ 
terest rate on the water bonds. As the m at­ 
ter now stands, it is anticipated that the 
city will benefit by a low rate of interest 
on the bond issue. 
The construction cost of the new water 
plant, as evidenced by the low bid sub­ 
mitted by the Pearson Construction com­ 
pany of Benton Harbor, is somewhat high­ 
er than the original estimates but not as 
high as many persons anticipated in view 
of the inflationary trends of the past six 
months. All in all. it is generally agreed 
that the city is the beneficiary of an at­ 
tractive bid. The city council has already 
tentatively awarded the contract, subject 
only to assurances that there will be no 
hitch in financing the project. 
Fortunately, there is no present indica­ 
tion that the project will be balked by in­ 
ability to secure necessary materials. 
Un­ 
doubtedly this problem would 
arise 
if 
there were delays in placing the orders for 
the materials required, 
particularly 
in 
metals.

One Plate For Cars 
Is Not Sufficient 
'T'HE state of Wisconsin is considering a 
new automobile license plan in which 
motorists will get two new plates annually. 
At present Wisconsin motorists are not is­ 
sued new plates each year but are required 
to keep their car plates until they are bat­ 
tered or otherwise illegible. The result is 
that a large num ber of 'Wisconsin cars are 
carrying license plates almost impossible 
to identify. Motorists are charged a weight 
tax annually, of course, and get a small 
year plate to show that the tax has been 
paid for that year. 
Michigan motorists get one new plate 
each year, to be attached to the rear of the 
automobile. 
Law enforcement officers in 
Michigan are not any happier 
with 
the 
auto plate policy in this state than Wis­ 
consin enforcement officers are with the 
policy in effect there. 
The logical solution is annual issuance 
of two new plates, to be attached to both 
the front and the rear of automobiles. The 
savings in cost and in metals with the one 
plate plan are outweighed by the increas­ 
ed difficulties in law enforcement. 
The 
more difficult that it is to identify the 
ownership of an automobile, 
the poorer 
traffic law enforcement will be. 
The one-plate policy was invoked during 
World War II as a means of saving metal. 
It may have been justified then but con­ 
tinuance of the policy in the postwar years 
certainly was not justified.

Most people don’t remember it j 
but Tin key once came within

This was after World War I, when Europe 
spurned the liberator of Turkey, Mustapha 
Kemal, and Stalin wooed him. . . All you 
have to do is walk through the ornate pal­ 
aces of the Ottoman empire to see how 
easy it would have been for Turkey to 
have gone Communist, 
for 
communism 
comes from extremes—extremes of pover­ 
ty and wealth. 
You’re not likely to find 
Norway going Communist because 
the 
Norwegians have found a middle ground, 
but in Turkey under the sultans there was 
the same kind of luxurious living and the 
same kind of extremes of suffering which 
existed under czarist Russia. 
While Russia went to the violence and 
bloodshed of communism, however, Tur­ 
key, led by its modern hero, Kcmal Ata- 
turk—Americans cal] him Attaboy Turk— 
escaped with a rftoderate state socialism. 
I REMEMBER TURKEY 
It has been just about 3b years since I 
was in Turkey. At that time I was a young 
relief worker in the Balkans and Turkey 
was occupied by French and British troops. 
Turkish women then wore veils and it was 
worth your life to see a woman face to 
face. Today Turkish women not only have 
discarded the veils but have become judges 
and have the same wage rate as men— 
something they don’t have in the U. S. 
A— Furthermore, it’s no longer a sin for 
a Turkish woman to have gold fillings in 
her teeth, as was previously banned by the 
Mohammedan religion, or to call in a doc­ 
tor when she’s sick. .. These are some of 
the things that President Ataturk abolish­ 
ed when he broke the stranglehold of Mo­ 
hammedan priests on Turkey. 
MARSHALL PRESIDENT OF V. S. A. 
Some 
Americans have 
worried 
over 
whether Europe really gave us credit for | 
the Marshall plan. Turkey is one country 
where we don’t need to worry. 
Up 
in 
northern Turkey a coal miner was asked 
whether he knew President Truman. 
He 
replied he did not and

Marshall 
was president of the 
U. S. A. . . The Marshall plan has been 
given the widest publicity and has done a 
good job. The ways of buying tractors and

TURKISH CONGRESS 
Turkey has gone in for democracy of the 
vigorous American brand.

One was that almost every member 
of parliament was in his seat, 
listening. 
There was no rattling of newspapers or 
rude conversations, as in our House and 
Senate. Another difference was that the 
presiding officer wore white tie and tails.

SOME QUEER WORD ORIGINS 


On the very top terrace of Pei­ 
ping’s Altar of Heaven, a stone 
slab arbitrarily marks “the center 
of the universe.” 
Below that an­ 
cient b o a s t 
of god - emperor 
spreads the capital of Red China. 
Dispatches from China today, 
reporting “Peiping says” or “Pei­ 
ping does,” are blunt reminders 
that China’s rule has returned 
again to its ancient seat. 
Before 
the Nationalist government moved 
to Nanking on the Yangtze in 1928, 
Peiping—alias 
Chi, 
Yu 
Chou, 
Yenching Chung Tu, Ta Tu, Khan- 
baligh and Peking—had been the 
Chinese capital off and on for 
more than 2,000 years, notes the 
National Geographic Society. 
Peiping’s history is the history 
of China’s glory and bloodshed. It 
is a city beside a city, and cities 
within a city, each separated by 
great mud-brick walls. 
On the 
south is the Chinese city, on the 
north the Tartar city, their division 
a reminder that the Communist 
sweep from Manchuria marched 
the same course that Manchu ban­ 
nermen took ages before. 
Guardian of the Great Wall 
From 
the 40-foot-thick 
walls 
encircling and dividing Peiping 
can be seen the legation quarter, 
a city in itself beside the Forbid­ 
den City. 
Here, where U. S. Ma­ 
rines patrolled after the Boxer re­ 
volt, are reported to be the build­ 
ings which now nouse the Central 
People’s Government.

side is a panorama of filth and 
clamor amid oriental beauty, nar­ 
row twisting lanes leading to huge 
towered gates, flimsy hovels that 
contrast with the vivid colors and 
sweeping lines of palace and pa­ 
goda. 
Peiping is one of the oldest liv­ 
ing cities in the world. 
As far back as lino B. C. (about 
the time of the siege rf Troy), a 
semi-mythical town named Chi 
existed on the northern plain of 
the Yellow River. 
Destroyed in 
221 B. C., all traces Of It have dis­ 
appeared. But near its site, guard­ 
ing the Great Wall of China, there 
grew up first a provincial trading 
center, then a governor-gencral’s 
town, finally an imperial seat. 
Genghis Khan swept into China 
and took the city. 
His grandson, 
Kublai Khan, built avenues broad 
enough for nine horsemen abreast, 
and reared bell and drum towers 
that survive to this day. 
By the 
time Marco Polo came in the 13th 
century, Khanbnligh—“City of the 
Great Khan”—was the capital of 
a Mongol empire 
that 
stretched 
across Asia to Mesopotamia.

The word 
sombrero is also from tho Spanish, having 
evolved from the word sombra, meaning 
“shade” Strictly speaking, then, a som­ 
brero is a hat with a broad 
brim 
that 
shades the face and neck. 
The term Siamese twins means “twins 
who are born joined together in any man­ 
ner.’’ Why are they so called? The original 
Siamese twins were Chang and Eng who 
were born in Siam of Chinese parents in 
1811, and died in 1874. They were joined 
at the lower chest by a thick llcshy liga­ 
ment. They were so famous that the phrase 
Siamese twins entered the language as a 
name for any joined twins, regardless of 
their place of origin. 
The word with originally meant “against; 
opposed; 
separation”; 
but the W’ord no 
longer has that meaning. The idea of op­ 
position or separation is still clear in “with­ 
stand (stand against), 
withhold (to hold 
back), withdraw’ (to draw’ away).” 
This 
complete reversal of meanings is one of 
the strangest in our language. 
The word bribe is of Old French origin. 
In 
that language it 
meant 
(and still 
means) ((large piece of bread; the leav­ 
ings of a meal; a small quantity of any­ 
thing.” 
The 
meaning which we give to 
bribe is not found in the French. The word 
disaster means literally “a bad influence 
of a heavenly body,” for the word is form­ 
ed from the prefix dis-, a negation, plus 
aster, “a star.”
